Situated  between  the  Palaces  of  Liberal  Arts  on  the 
left,  and  Mines  and  Metallurgy  on  the  right.  This  novel  garden,  surrounded  with  great  stretches  of  genuine  blue  grass,  is 
sunk  three  feet  below  the  general  level  of  the  promenade.  The  stately  Government  Building  is  in  center  background. 


80x88  ft.  $40,000. —  $100,000.  A  nineteenth  century  home  patterned  from  the  Slater  and  Sigourney 
mansions.

IDAHO — 61x61  ft.  $8,000. — $40,000.  A  clean  cut  bungalow,  architecturally  strong  in  rich  simplicity.  Interior  arranged 
similar  to  a  Spanish  or  Mexican  hacienda.  The  exhibit  of  ores  and  methods  of  mining  is  complete  in  every  detail. 


ACwRIC'XJIjTUIIAIj  PALACE — 500 x  1.600  ft.  Cost  $529,940.  Largest  structure  of  Exposition.  Covers  eighteen  acres 
floor  space:  four  miles  of  aisles.  147  250  panes  glass.  Auditorium  seating  capacity,  1.200.  A  mammoth  building,  patterned 
after  the  Ionic  style  of  architecture,  impressing  every  visitor  with  its  expansiveness.  The  green  leaves  of  the  tobacco 
plant,  the  yellow  wheat  and  the  downy  cotton  lend  a  color  tone  to  the  countless  exhibits  that  cannot  fail  to  charm. 


PHILIPPINE  VILLAGE- From  a  painting  by  Louis  Beidermann,  New  York’s  famous  illustrator.  This  elaborate  exhibit 
shows  a  unique  village  from  the  regions  of  the  setting  sun,  portraying  the  advancement  of  the  barbarian  Filipino  to  the 
ranks  of  civilization  under  the  paternal  guidance  of  the  American  government.  The  illustration  shows  a  typical  Village  of 
Igorottes,  one  the  more  isolated  tribes  of  the  Islands.  Agricultural  Palace  appears  conspicuously  to  the  right. 


ILLIXOIS  — 198x144  ft.  $50,000.— $262,000.  A  spacious  mansion  with  broad  verandas  and  main  entrance  guarded  by  stately 
statues  of  Lincoln  and  Grant  Interior  is  handsomely  decorated  with  paintings  representing  tbe  history  of  the  State.

IOWA  —  102  x148  ft.  $44,000. —$200,000.  One  of  the  most  complete  of  the  state  buildings.  Entrances  are  guarded  by 
beautiful  porticos  and  structure  is  surrounded  with  neat  and  spacious  promenades.

ADMINISTRATION  BUIIjDING  325  x  118  ft.  Cost  $250,000.  One  of  the  structures  which  will  remain  as  a  permanent 
building  for  the  use  of  Washington  University.  The  architecture  presents  a  clean  front  in  contrast  to  the  other  decorative 
palaces.

PALACE  OF  FORESTRY,  FISH  AND  GAME —  300  x  600  ft.  Cost  $171,000.  Covers  4.1  acres.  Central  nave,  430  ft. 
long.  85  ft.  wide  entirely  free  from  columns.  Hundreds  of  living  birds,  supplemented  by  the  taxidermist  art,  fish  of  all 
sizes,  colors  and  shapes  from  the  waters  of  nearly  all  nations,  charm  every  sportsman  and  all  who  love  nature. 


WASHINGTON  —  77 x  114.  $16,100.-8105,000.  One  of  the  most  unique  structures  on  the  grounds.  Built  in  form  of 
octagon.  Height,  five  stories,  Cupola,  114  ft.  above  the  ground.  Supporting  timbers,  two  feet  square  and  100  ft.  long. 
Hewn  from  Washington’s  magnificent  forests.  Contains  realistic  paintings  of  native  scenery,  by  noted  artists. 


MARYLAND  102x42  ft.  $20,000^—850,000.  The  same  building  that  represented  the  State  at  die  Charleston  Exposition 
has  been  used  for  this  occasion.  The  architecture  is  that  oi  the  Italian  Renaissance.  ^lesion  imposition 


MASSACHUSETTS  —  100  x  70  ft.  $20,000. —  $100,000.  A  typical  Colonial  mansion,  copied  in  part  from  the  State  Capitol 
and  from  Longfellow's  home.  The  interior  is  decorated  with  historic  relics  and  collections  leaned  by  patriotic  citizens- 


GOVERNMENT  BUILDING  —756  ft.  long;  central  and  end  pavilions,  250  ft.  Cost  $450,000.  Dome,  93  ft  in  diameter 
Largest  exhibit  structure  ever  erected  by  the  government.  Agricultural  College  exhibit  costs  $100,000;  Life-saving  $8  000* 
Alaska,  $50,000;  Indians,  $40,000.  Total  appropriation,  $1,488,000.  All  departments  elaborately  represented.  This  exhibit 
is  in  itself  an  education  in  government,  and  illustrates  the  extensiveness  and  utility  of  the  various  departments.

The  exquisite  and  imposing  colonnades,  the  waters  of  the  lagoons  which  surround  the 
building  and  the  ornamental  bridges  which  serve  as  approaches  to  this  Palace  of  Knowledge  lend  a  charm  and  a  dignity 
that  must  live  in  the  minds  of  young  and  old  long  after  the  splendor  of  the  Ivory  City  has  faded  away.

Roman¬ 
esque  in  design,  surmounted  by  a  gilded  dome,  and  embellished  by  Corinthian  columns  and  numerous  sculptures.  A  fitting, 
emblem  of  the  importance  of  the  commonwealth  which  has  given  the  world  the  greatest  and  most  elaborate  Exposition. 


FAIjACE  OF  ELECTRICITY  —  750  x  525  ft.  Cost  $415,352.  Covers  9.1  acres.  The  most  elaborate  and  for  its  size  the 
most  expensive  of  the  temporary  structures.  A  Corinthian  type  of  architecture  in  shape  of  keystone  with  numerous 
pyramidal  towers,  embellished  with  costly  statuary.  A  large  open  court  in  center,  decorated  with  splashing  fountains 
provides  an  ideal  spot  for  all  weary  sight-seers.  Brilliantly  illuminated  at  night  by  thousands  of  colored  electric  lights. 


PALACE  OF  HORTICITL.TITIIE  —  800  x  400  ft.  Cost  $228,872.  Covers  seventeen  acres.  Conservatory  204  x  230  ft  , 
40  ft  high.  Pomological  area,  400  ft.  square.  The  outside  display,  with  agricultural  exhibit,  occupies  60  acres.  Tins  struct¬ 
ure  is  also  Corinthian  in  general  design,  with  two  projecting  wings  from  central  building.  Contains  gorgeous  tro>pical  foliage, 
flowers  and  luscious  fruits  from  every  clime.

The  organization  of  which  he  was  the 
founder  was  first  known  as  the  "Society  of  the  New  Church”.  His  followers  are  found  in  all  parts  of  the  world. 


BOER  WAR  —  A  reproduction  of  some  of  the  famous  battles  of  the  late  war  in  the  Transvaal,  including  that  of  Colenos 
Dec.  15.  1899  and  Paardeburg,  Feb.  27,  1900,  where  Gen.  Cronje  surrendered.  Actual  guns  and  uniforms  used  and  the' 
original  artillerymen  engaged  in  these  battles  will  be  in  evidence  at  this  novel  and  thrilling  military  display. 


FOURTH  OF  JULY  PARADE  -  Missouri  artillery  passing  the  Manufactures  and  Educational  Palaces.  A  thrilling  and 
war-like  pageant.  A  lesson  in  patriotism  forming  a  fitting  celebration  of  the  great  American  Day  of  Independance. 


THK  9IACaI</  WHIRLPOOL  —  50,000  gallons  of  water  circulate  every  minute,  nearly  two  thirds  the  amount  used  by 
the  great  Cascades.  A  palm  fringed  lake,  63  ft.  above  ground  level;  gliding  boats  sweeping  over  a  watefall,  dart  into  a 
submarine  channel  and  move  around  in  a  circle  with  bewildering  rapidity.  A  curious  and  interesting  novelty. 
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MAMMOTH  CRYSTAL  CAVE—  A  partial  reproduction  of  the  world’s  natural  wonder;  near  Hot  Springs,  South  Dakota.

CHIXKSi;  VI  —  Conducted  under  the  management  of  the  Chinese  merchants  of  Philadelphia.  Native  workmen

JfEW  YORK  TO  THE  YORTH  POLE-A  trip  to  the  Artie  regions  in  20  minutes  on  board  a  vessel  200  ft.  long  and  50 
ft.  wide.  All  the  sensations  of  a  real  ocean  voyage  are  experienced,  including  a  storm  at  sea,  grinding  icebergs,  illuminated 
by  the  Aurora,  culminating  in  the  realistic  discovery  of  the  North  Pole,  surrounded  with  strange  and  mysterious  vegetation.

FOURTH  OF  JULY  PARADE —  Zouaves  passing  the  Manufactures  Building.  A  brilliant  spectacle,  the  inspiring 
strains  of  martial  music  and  the  brilliant  costumes  contributed  to  make  the  day  a  successful  holiday  carnival 


TENNESSEE  PHOSPHATE  EXHIBIT— This  novel  pyramid  represents  the  product  of  the  Perry  County  phosphate 
beds;  an  important  industry.  Phosphate  consists  largely  of  calcium  or  iron  and  is  used  extensively  in  the  manufactures 
of  commercial  fertilizers.  The  Bon  Air  Coal  Company  arch  as  shown  on  the  left  is  a  novel  exhibit. 
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CUMMIN'S’  LMUAN  CONGRESS  —  A  rare  picture  of  aboriginal  life.  Wigwams,  wickiups  and  tepees,  Sioux,  Winne- 
bagos,  Apaches.  Wichitas*  Blackfeet  and  other  famous  tribes  present  a  picturesque  sight.  War  dances.  Ghost,  flute,  sun 
snake  and  scalp  dance3  add  a  realistic  touch  of  life  to  this  kaledescopic  display  of  the  Red-men  from  the  far  West. 


FOURTH  OF  JULY  PARADE —  The  Columbus  (Ohio)  Rifles  passing  the  massive  Palace  of  Manufactures.  The 
bright  uniforms  of  the  soldiers,  the  glint  ol  the  sun  upon  their  steel  rifles  and  the  inspiring  strains  of  martial  music 
greatlv  heightened  the  already  brilliant  paeeant.  adding  an  enchanting  touch  to  the  beautiful  Ivory  City. 


RED  CROSS  HOSPITAL  —  An  ideal  hospital  building  equipped  with  every  modern  surgical  appliance  in  charge  of 
prominent  physicians  and  trained  nurses.  Visitors  needing  medical  attention  will  be  given  prompt  and  careful  attention 
and  a  well-appointed  ambulance  will  be  summoned,  if  necessary,  by  any  member  of  the  Jefferson  Guard. 


INTRAMURAL  RAILWAY  STATION  —  Right-of-way  of  Intramural  Railway  7  miles.  14  miles  of  track.  Runs 
partly  on  surface  and  also  on  elevated  structure,  making  the  entire  circuit  in  40  minutes.  Fare  ten  cents.  Numerous 
stations  provide  a  means  of  seeing  nearly  all  parts  of  the  grounds  affording  a  fine  panoramic  view  of  the  entire  scene.

Height  of 
highway  at  center  of  bridge,  82  ft.  Length  of  bridge  proper  1,628  ft.  From  west  end  tunnel  to  Relay  Depot  East  St.  Louis, 
10  537  ft.  Col.  James  B.  Eads  in  whose  honor  the  structure  was  named,  was  Chief  Engineer  during  the  entire  construction.
